and, thoroloro, adapted tons iK'''ii''"r 
wants and iiiterests, we aro iroo to oou- 
fess that we raigbt reach u difforeiii 
conclnsioD. The verdict would, in all 
probability) be for tho defendant. i3ijt 
" eniih WHot the" issue before us. Under 
Confederation tbo tariff of ihe Dominion 
mu«t and will be our larifl". Wo havo 
no desiro to conceul the fact that this 
propofiiiion is coutnivcrted by Bomo 
■ persooB — wo cannot dignifj tham with

act gf raisiiig a false and deceptive issue 
upon such a subjeot ut sv ch a juncture. 
There cud really be no qaesiion about 
this. The revenue or Customs iawB of 
theDoniinioa will unqacstionably ex- 
tend ihe Dominion over. lusuperabie 
constitatiunal and practical obstacles 
forbid the hope that it can bo otberwiso. 
Clause 12 in the scbodule of terms of 
union adopted by the Yale Convention, 
fully recognizes this: ' At tho time of 
admission, tho Revouuo Laws of the Do-< 
mi niOD of Canada to oxttnd and app'y 
to BritislTColaaibia, and thereupon the 
Eevenue LawB of Biitish Columbia to 
be thereby affected to be null and void, 
and all Duties and Revonues derived in 
and from British Columbia under the 
Jievenus Laws of tho Dominion of Can- 
ada to belong to Canada.' Strange to 
say, tho author of the above Hection is^now 
endeavouriuf; to nmke tho farmers bohefo 
ttiat thiM Col' . ^ can hiive a special 
Customs Traiff of its own, undor Con- 
federation ! We venture to ihink that 
lew persons can bo found verdant 
enough to believe any tbiog ot the kind. 

■ Thiey know very well that the customs 
r< revenue will at onoa become Ftderal 

"revenue, and that the cusioins lnws 
must bo Federal laws — laws widch no 
provinciiil aut.hoi'iti(^fl will over 1)0 pur- 
milted to touch. Wo bare ibouyht it 
our daty^tOi be estpjioit .up^JQ this point, 
as it is ih'e hitjpr'e iipon ^which tbo ques- 
tion of Free Port turns, and we have 
reaton to tieliove that an atleinpi, lias 
bee;; laiid'J 10 !i:!-!eLid t!>e fura'.''''^ 'i"'l 
munufaoiorers wuli rff^ard lo it. Tlie 
Canadian tarifi', then, will becoino our 
tariff, fio EOOa as this colony becooiea.a 
part of th^ Dominion. MoBt of diir 
rcadeis arc already familiar with those 
items ill ibat taPilV ;vhii;h hciir liiuro d;-. 
rectly upon the iuiei ests of tLiie colmiy. 
Dry goods will De sutijected so adutyci 
15 per cent., whereas 12J per cout. is 
the rata now?, i'arm produce of every 
description will be admitted either al- 
tuj^eliicr true or at a moreiy uumnia! 
rate. But tih.TC is imolhcf law n ine!) 
will f -ilo'iT s;|Joa tlie heels of ibo Customs 
tariff, and n.L.kc a cleuu sweep 
of any cr'^iabs of protection ibat 
might bo left' V/e allude to a 
treaty of commercial rccsprecity cor-, 
tain to be snoner or later o-^tablitihoa 
botwteu i!)e Dominion and tho L'niiod 
Siatow. Now, these remurko are aiude 
not with a view to creating a pre- 
juduo eiiber againB>, Confederation 
or the laws it will brir.;^ wiih it 
So fllr from that, we can soo ma' y and 
important advantages in Conlo'iefa« 
tion; and it is a groat recoimnendation 
that the revonuo luwa which it must im- 
pose v^ill be - of:Bacb a? natore as to re- 
' lieve as bt about biie''belf of that class 
of taxation which becomes Federal reV" 
enuo. The reciprocity treaty, too, must 
bo regarded as a hoon, rather than an 
civil, inasmuch aa it will throw open a 
good market at our very door for the 
staple exports of the Oolony. But our 
object in drawing attention to the bear- 
.iogtbat the Canadian tariff, accompanw

(juostionrt to which farmers and n3er'< 
chants, metbanics and Dj;,i<ufiiclurerB

a;iBwer;«'>-RegardiDg tno queHtiou from: 
a oommeroial" point of vi6w, one 
would scarcely bo ju.niOed in assum- 
ing that two opinions eould possibly 
exist in intelligent rainds. Indeed, wheu 
tho prospective development on ih'^ 
immediate south of Us is considered, and 
when it ia borne in mind that llie Cuuu- 
dian tariff puts tho duty on tho very 
cdiiea of f-oods which Would enter morit 
largolv into our foreittn trade up to 15 
per ct'nt. instead of down to 5 per cent., 
ai) propa.»ed by the Tariff Commission, 
a free port tinder Oonfedoralion would 
appear to bo an indicpensable oondiion 
to the coinmurcial suocess of Victoria. 
Wo earnestly invito a cariful and candid 
consideraiion of thig whole subject, and 
we would again warn those wbose in- 
terests' appear tC-domaud protection to 
avoid the mistake of iniai^iu ug that they 
are cflied upr^n to uiako a elioico bt- 
tweeu protection and fico port. Con- 
foderaliou, imtncd' tte Coiifuderalion is 
inevitable. Prole.>tioii you caiiuot huve 
under Confedoraiion. Would it not,
